How to Clean Oil Dottles. 

When you wish to use glass bottles 
which have contained oil for some 
other purpose and find it difficult to 
remove traces of the oil try the follow¬ 
ing; Fill the bottle with ashes and 
place it in cold water, which should 
be heated gradually till it boils. Let it 
boil for an hour and let the bottle re¬ 
main in the water until cold. Then 
wash it with soapsuds, rinsing in clear 
water.

"accident, and if jn all his offspring—I 
say if—you find one possessing similar 
good qualities you will admit it is an 
accident and one .of those that rarely 
occur. /■*.>- *• s . \ 

A friend with a nice herd of nine 
registered sows is using a magnificent 
individual at the head of this herd in 
a two-year-old boar. He is large and 
uniform, He is strong in the desirable 
points an<J weak only in his ancestry. 
They are, as far as we can trace them 
—two generations on one side and 
three os: the other—very inferior ani¬ 
mals, such as this same breeder would 
not allow a place in his herd. On 
questioning this man as to the proprie¬ 
ty of using such a sire, he made use 
of the old and much abused truism, 
that “like produces like,” and in this 
hog he had such a good individual lie 
thought he could safely expect good 
results. 

In this the reasoning' was good as 
far as it went, but had the law of like 
producing like held good invariably 
what would this fine individual have 
been? Like his ancestors, a veritable 
scrub, I am not one of those who be¬ 
lieve in pedigree to the exclusion of 
real individual merit, but with me ped¬ 
igree or breeding comes first, then all 
the quality I can get in the animal as 
an individual. In his breeding lies his 
' power of transmission, the most de¬ 
sirable feature of a sire. 

Feed of Brood Sdivsu I 

r> A pregnant sow* should receive food 
that in its nature will make blood, 
bone aud muscle aud which will in 
turn feed the embryo pigs, so that at 
birth they will be strong aud vigorous, 
says T. Lewis in Prairie Farmer. We 
also advise that care be taken to avoid 
all complications, such as milk fever, 
inflamed udder and pig eating, etc,, at 
farrowing time. We have assumed 
that the sows have had plenty of 
pasture and that they are not' troubled 
with constipation. Should the latter 
exist among them, give salts in moder¬ 
ate doses or raw linseed Oil two weeks 
before farrowing. If you feed two 
parts of shorts and bran to one of corn 
or oats in connection with pasture or 
skim milk be given, you need fear no 
trouble. After farrowing, if all is 
well, let the sow alone, hut see that 
there is some good clean water in her 
trough. You now commence to feed 
her, gradually increasing the feed from 
day to day as you discover that the 
pigs are masters of the milk flow, and 
in about two or three weeks you can 
bring her up to a full ration. Care 
should be taken, however, that you do 
not overfeed at any one meal. Ground 
oats, bran and shorts, with available 
pastures, with au allowance of corn, 
are milk producers. If milk can be 
had, give it before acid forms, as all 
acid foods cause diarrhea in pigs. Ac¬ 
cess to salt, charcoal, cobs and ashes 
will keep them in a healthy and thrifty 
condition. 

Improvement In Hogs, 

The bog has been improved in the 
last twenty years to such an extent 
that he is able to mature earlier and 
produce a larger amount of grain aud 
growth from the same quantity of food, 
says Kansas Farmer. The improved 
pig show’s the great feeding capabili¬ 
ties and earlier maturing qualities that 
have been bred into him, No time is 
lost. Pigs can be marketed as quickly 
as a crop of grain. 

Pork on Corn Alone. 

An Illinois correspondent of Breed¬ 
er’s Gazette in a recent communica¬ 
tion says; Recently I sold nineteen 
hogs in the home market for $5.50 per 
hundred. Their average age was 370 
days, and they averaged 305 pounds. 
They were all pure bred Poland-Ghina. 
They were fed nothing but ear corn, 
with plenty of fresh water at will.

Chop very fine three pounds of veal 
(the leg is best for this purpose) and 
one-half pound of'salt potit, one cupful 
rolled cracker crumbs, two eggs? sea¬ 
son With pepper, chopped parsley, lem¬ 
on juice and a little salt if needed; 
mix well together and roll Into a loaf; 
use white of egg with a little water 
and roil in cracker crumbs; hake OM 
hour; eat cold.

VALUE OF AMMONIA. 


flow It May Be Useil to Advantage In 
the Household. 

Nothing will so quickly clean and 
polish the spigots of sink and bath¬ 
tubs as a little ammonia and suds 
mixed with the fine ashes from the 
ash fine of the range. 

Equal parts of ammonia and turpen¬ 
tine will take paint out of clgthing, 
even ii it be hard and dry. Saturate , 
the spots as often as necessary and 
wash out in warm suds. 

If those who perspire freely would 
use a little ammonia in the water in 
which they bathe each day,' it would 
remove any disagreeable order and 
keep the flesh sweet and clean. 

Put a tablespoonful of ammonia in a 
quart of water, wash your brushes 
aud combs in this, aud all the grease 
and dirt will disappear. Rinse, shake 
aud dry in the sun or by the fire. 

For an excellent silver polish that 
may be kept on hand for everyday use 
mix a few drops of ammonia With the 
common whiting used for silver anil 
add enough water to make of the con¬ 
sistence of cream; bottle this and keep ; 
it tightly corked. .Drop a little of this 
mixture on the polishing doth, rub the 
silver lightly and rinse in warm water, 
and the stiver will he instantly bright¬ 
ened and cleaned without the hard 
rubbing uecessrtry when polishing 
will) the dry whiting. 

For removing paint and putty marks 
from window glass this same mixture 
of ammonia aud whiting may be used 
for stubborn cases or simply a little 
ammonia in warm Soapsuds. If whit¬ 
ing is used, let it become dry on the 
glass before polishing.

How to Mnkc Hop Tonic, 

This is more suitable for a spring 
tonic, but is a good homemade beer. 
Put into a deep boiler one pound of 
hops, a handful of thoroughwort, a 
small bunch of dandelion root ana two 
gallons of water. Boil for one hour, 
then strain. When lukewarm, add 
four pounds of sugar aud one cake of 
yeast dissolved in lukewarm water. 
Pour into a crock and let work, then 
put into bottles and cork tightly and set 
in a cool placA Do not drink too muclx 
of this at a time. A small glass three 
times a day for a tonic is sufficient. 


How to Make Cream Puffs, 

One-half cupful of butter melted In 
one cupful of hot water. Put in a 
small tin pan on the stove to boil. Stir 
in one cupful of sifted flour while boil¬ 
ing; take off and let cool. When cold, 
stir in three eggs, one at a time, with¬ 
out beating them. Drop on buttered 
tins and bake in a hot oven 20 or SCfe 
minutes. Filling, one cupful of milk, 
one egg and one-half cupful of sugar. 
Thicken with cornstarch and flavor 
with vanilla.

It 
seems like a lack of business foresight 
to ignore soil makeup ami the selec¬ 
tion of those varieties best adapted for 
the location. 

Right hero Is where many farmers 
and stock growers miss getting cither 
a good pasture or a good meadow. 
They ignore the Very first essentials 
of securing ft. If you are not com¬ 
petent to determine the character of 
the soit of • jroitr fields, you lmd bet¬ 
ter Send a specimen to your experiment 
station and have it analyzed, and then 
If you are undecided as to tho best va¬ 
rieties of grass to grow, better have 
that question decided by either some 
of your neighbors who have mndo a 
success of it under like conditions ns 
your own or submit the question to 
your state experiment station and have 
It pass upon It. The matter of pre¬ 
paring the seedbed and the time, of 
sowing are of minor importance ns 
compared with the soil and Varieties 
used In the sowing.

This 
makes a good luncheon dish or hot cldc- 
dlsli to servo with cold meat or fowl 
for dinner.

American Mowers, Reapers and 

RaUes In France—'Phe French Flow. 

United States Consul Brittain reports 
a good display of American farm ma¬ 
chinery at the recent agricultural ex¬ 
position at Nantes, France, This in¬ 
cluded plows, harvesters, reapers and 
binders. 

There was an 'extensive display of 
steam thrashers and separators; hut, 
with the exception of one or two Eng¬ 
lish firms, exhibitors in this line were 
all French. 

The ordinary French thrasher does 
not do as complete work as the Ameri¬ 
can machine and requires more men to 
operate it. 

The dairy machinery was from Swit¬ 
zerland and France, none being from 
the United States. 

Mr. Brittain says American mowers 
are coming into general use in this part 
of France. Between 700 and 800 were 
received at Nantes within the past year 
as .well as a number of reapers and 
horse hayrakes. Farmers combine and 
purchase reapers and binders, one ma¬ 
chine doing the work on several small

American plow's are but little 
used in this part of France, one reason 
being'the disposition of our manufac¬ 
turers to force the French farmer to 
use plows made according to patterns, 
used in the United States instead of as¬ 
certaining what models are desired

The leading French plow exhibited 
was one with a double moldboard and 
share. While the farmer plow's with 
one share the other share. and the 
moldboard rest directly ^above the ones 
In use, one being left and the* other 
right handed. When the end of the 
furrow is reached, the farmer turns 
down the other share. This style of 
plow is very common, because of the. 
fact that grain and vegetables are 
planted in ridges instead of o'n a level 
surface. These ridges are from eight¬ 
een to twenty inches in width and 
about twelve to fourteen inches apart, 
W'ith a rounded surface. The peasant 
women pass between the ridges of 
growing grain and pull out the weeds.

How to Stack Fodder. 

Select soffie hillside Where it will be 
convenient to feed fodder, advises an 
Ohio Farmer correspondent.. Now go 
down the hill to correspond with the 
amount of fodder you wish to put in 
'One stack and erect two poles twenty 
or thirty feet high. A small tree is bet¬ 
ter, Commence and work Up the hill 
and keep your fodder level. This save's- 
pitching, and one man Is all that Is re¬ 
quired to stack and haul It. Your stack 
on the upper side when done should 
just be the height of the' roof, and the 
lower side may be twenty or thirty feet 
high, Cover completely With fodder 
and have it as steep as possible, When 
you want to feed ft, put" a straight 
tehee on either side dose to it. Throw 
the fodder over tlfoso fences, and the 
stock will work the stalks to the lower 
side and leave In a pile to rot, after 
which you can haul and spread at your 
leisure. Your poles and pen»are ready 
for another year.

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CALIFORNIA LETTER. 


It has been said that you can 
hold a dollar so near your eye as 
to shut out all the rest of the 
WOrfd- This is in a measure, true 
of the towns of California; each 
one seen seems to eclipse the last. 
We have been in Santa Barbara 
two months and its beauty con¬ 
tinually grows upon us. There is 
a charm in exploring the wild 
nooks found in its mountain re¬ 
cesses, each one having a beauty 
of its own- One day Mr. Barker 
and his sister took us in an easy 
carriage to Hot Sulphur Spring. 
We went by the way of the famous 
Mountain Drive with its great 
variety of scenery. First moun¬ 
tains and ravines on our left, then 
rounding the foot of a mountain 
the ocean lay before us at our 
right. We wound in and out 
around the foot hills to avoid the 
deep ravines, the hills bare and 
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abrupt, the ravines green with 


chapperal, Orie ravine was broad 
enough for a banana ranch, which 
an enterprising German was ex¬ 
perimenting with. Bananas grow 
everywhere here, and their tall 
Wind-mill like leaves, make a pret¬ 
ty addition to the landscape; but 
the nights are too cool for them to 
ripen. Every new turn revealed 
a new beauty. After a few miles 
of this we reached Hot Spring 
Avenue, that to a “fender foot" 
seemed rough and narrow, and de¬ 
cidedly on an up grade. We climb¬ 
ed, and we climbed, until we 
thought we must be near the 
Springs when we met a solitary 
footman and asked him, how 
much farther? He looked ,us over 
and smiling said, “two miles, but 
from the looks of your horses I 
guess it is four,” and we found be 
was right. 

We had telephoned for dinner at 
one. It was half past two when we 
reached the Eagle’s Nest, as they 
call Hot Springs house. It looked 
as if it must be fastened to the side 
of the mountain by pegs, or plas¬ 
tered on like barn swallows nests, 
and the crest of the mountain 
overhanging all. It was a wierd 
sensation to look at the jumble of 
rocks so near the sky, and across a 
deep narrow ravine, another peak 
chapperal covered. But the Hot 
Springs were there all right, pour¬ 
ing their sulphurous waters out of 
the apparently solid rocks. A few 
rustic, but comfortable accommo¬ 
dations had been provided for 
those who wished to try the ef¬ 
ficacy of its waters, whose large 
appreciation is yet in the future. 
We drank the water hot from the 
springs, eat our long waiting din¬ 
ner, enjoyed the glorious views 
from the platform, took long walks 
along the trails around the moun¬ 
tain and snap-shots of some most 
glorious views. From here we see 
lovely Monteeito, Country Club, 
Summerland with its masts,• the 
\ocean and the islands. The rc a sts 
of Summerland are not ship masts 
but oil well masts. This is where 
they l'aise oil out of the Vvater. 
There are three hundred wells on 
the shore and out in the ocean. 
When we visited there we went 
five hundred feet “out over the 
water on a rickety wharf to see a 
well that yielded thirty barrels a 
day. Some of the wells soon run 
dry, hut the whole output is thirty 
thousand barrels a month. It is 
not as good for refining, but is 
largely used for fuel for railroads 
and steamboats in its crude state. 
They were just starting a large 
asphalt plant, All along this 
coast asphalt is washed up by the 
tide, showing the presence of oil in 
the ocean bed. 

But to return to the Hot Springs. 

I could not he persuaded to ride 


in 


down over the hills we had climb¬ 
ed with so much difficulty, so 
walked the first half mile, cutting 
ferns by the way, many of which 
were taller than my head. We 
came back through beautiful Mon- 
tecito, and Sycamore Canon, where 
every old tree was a picture, and 
reached home just as the stars 
were coming out. 

Our finest drive was up over San 
Marcas ’Pass, over the old Fre 
moot Trail, You have all read of 
this so I will not stop to describe 
it, but it was wild and grand. We 
spent two nights on the Summit, 
two thousand two hundred feet 
above the sea, at .Xinevan’s fa¬ 
mous ranch. Most of the climbing 
was done in about three or four 
miles over a grade road all the 
way . 1 As we rounded some of 
those sharp curves with a preci¬ 
pice of several hundred feet below, 
we thought of the stories we had 
read of stage rides over the moun¬ 
tains of California, hut Gyp is 
safer than a six horse team. “Pat" 
has lived there twenty-seven 
years, tended th‘e toil gate, dined 
the stage, and brought up a fami¬ 
ly of children. Now the Southern 
Pacific is completed through San¬ 
ta Barbara the stages are discon¬ 
tinued. He has made out of the 
steep mountain sides and interven¬ 
ing-bills, a productive farm. His 
large apple orchard was the finest 
I ever saw, trees loaded to break¬ 
ing with perfect apples which they 
were gathering and piling on the 
ground near-the house where, with 
a covering of leaves, they will 
keep well until apples are high in 
the spring. His table was suppli¬ 
ed with quail, rabbits and venison. 
The deer were so plenty that they 
were injuring his young orchard. 

When wo drove up we went.a 
little out of our way to see the 
great industry of the country, wal 
nut raising, Lima beans being the 
second industry. The rich allu¬ 
vial soil between the 1 foot-hills and 
the sea extending west for ten 
miles from Santa Barbara, pro 
duces annually, several hundred 
tons. of English walnuts. These 
are all brought to one mill or fac¬ 
tory in Goleta, where they are as¬ 
sorted, put into a bath solution of 
chloride of lime, and dried before 
they are ready for market. f ,Thjs 
is the most thrifty section of Cali¬ 
fornia we have driven through 
The soil adapted to walnut raising 
is considered very valuable. A 
friend of ours from thirty-nine 
acres one year, took four thousaud 
dollars for his crop, the next year 
six thousand dollars and this year 
his crop is still heavier. 

Our returning ride down the 
mountain was uneventful and 
made us parody Pope’s lines : 

“A mountain grade-road has sudk hido 
ous mein, 

That to be dreaded needs but to be 
seen, 

But seen quite oft, familiar with its 
face, 

We first endure, then admire, then em 
brace,”. 

Santa Barbara is highly favored 
to have so. many lovely drives so 
near its beautiful homes, One 
does not get tired riding over 
weary roads before reaching places 
of interest. We left our host at 
the summit of the Pass after 
breakfast and reached home for 
dinner at noon. 

Many another ride have we had 
idj-this pure, balmy, life giving air 
Many delightful hours have we 
spent with dear friends, but 
the spell is on us, and we turn our 
faces northward! The steamer 
Santa Rosa is due at 6 p. m. and on 
fier we expect to sail up the coast 
aud through the Golden Gate, to 
explore the old new streets of San 
Francisco.
